. The accident statistics show tiiat 
during the year 
3,2IS persons were 


killed and 47,-129 
were 
injured by 


street railway lines. 
Of the total 


number killed, 205 were passengers, 
122 were employees, and 
8'Al 
were 


persons on foot or riding in vehicles 
other than street cars; of the injured 
20.900 'were passengers, 
3,GS9 were 


employees, and 17,040 were other per- 
sons. These numbers form only an 
inappreciable percentage of the total 
number of passengers carried. 
One 


passenger was killed for every, 18,- 
•030,SS4 fare passengers carried",'.and 
.one was injured 
for every 
178,870 


passengers. The rate of accident1 for 
the wage earners was one killed'out 
•of 1,093 and one 
injured out of 3G. 


This rate is very much lower than 
the rate for steam railroads, for which 
one employee out of every 401 was 
killed and one. out of every 24 was 
injured.1 


The. reform Jn the direction of safe- 


ty provisions, for steam railway cross- 
ings has of late years been quite con- 
siderable in all large American cities, 
and has been carried on at an enor- 
mous expense, so that, of the steam 
railway crossings now unprotected, a 
Targe ..proportion are to be found in 
rural . districts. 
The report 
states 


•that in 1902 there were 4,481 cross- 
ings, of which more than half were 
protected; 1,907, however, .were still 
without any form of protection, not

PROPORTION OF ORGANIZED 


LABOR, 


There are no comprehensive trades 


union statistics in this country. The 
Industrial commission after 
an in- 


vestigation estimated the .total mem- 
bership of labor organizations in the 
United States on July 1, 1901. to be 
1,400,000. 
This was on a basis of a 


total., ot 
950,000 
belonging to 
the 


unions affiliated with .the American 
Federation of Labo'r, but John Mitch- 
ell says that there are more than 2,- 
000,000 wage earners represented by 
that organization, and Mr. Mitchell is 
in a position to know the facts,. 
The 


American Federation represents 
the 


great bulk of organized laborers in 
this country. It is composed of'111 
affiliated national 
unions, . 30 state 


branches, 550 city1 central unions 'and 
1.823-local unions. 
There are, how- 


ever, outside of the American Feder- 
ation a number 
of large 
labor or- 


ganizations. 
The Knights of Labor- 


once so powerful—still exist with a 
•membership of about 
40,000. There 


are also brotherhoods 
of locomotive 


engineers, conductors, trainmen and 
switchmen, ^all' of whom insist upon 
remaining independent of the Ameri- 
can Federation':' It 'is"-'fair to esti- 
mate that 
the number of organized 


-'workmen independent' of'.'this 
main 


body Is jipt .more, than-500,000.-. At 
a liberal .'calculation; therefore,' the 
army o'f organized labor in the United 
States' does not .exceed 2,500,000. 


This Is a .large number ,lndeed,,,but 


It must be remembered, that the -his- 
tory of trade unions dates back to 
1850, and it would seem'as if in that 
time the attainment of this member- 
ship is by no 
means extraordinary. 


Moreover, it should be said that by 
no means all of these 2,500,000 work- 
ers can be absolutely- depended up- 
on by the trades unions to follow them 
in carrying out any policy which they 
may adopt. There is still a lack of 
concentration in the labor movement. 
Mr. Mitchell in his book says that the 
American Federation 
of Labor has 


not as yet been 
able to accomplish 


all that is possible, owing to the fact 
that it has not received the entire, 
enthusiastic and ungrudging support 
of its .affiliated .unions, 
and he de- 


plores 
the refusal 
of the 'railroad 


brotherhoods to join it. 


It is Instructive 
• to compare this 


estimate of the number of organiz- 
ed labor with the aggregate of work- 
ers in the United States. 
The last 


census computed the number of per- 
sons engaged ,in the 
principal occu- 


pations in this country as 29,985.922. 
Even allowing 2,500,000 of these to 
belong to the trade unions, it. ap- 
pears that organized labor represents 
less than f) per cent of all the work- 
ers in hte United States. The follow- 
ing, is a list of the more important 
classes, of workers having no connec- 
tion with trade unions:

This total constitutes- more .than 50 


per cent of all who are engaged in 
occupations in the United States, ac- 
cording to the census of 1900. 
But 


of the remainder, only a small pro- 
portion have been drawn \Vithin the 


scope of organized labor. The trades 
unions are 
strongest, 
in the manu- 


facturing and 
mechanical pursuits. 


In these pursuits there are engaged, 
according 
to the census, 
7,112,989. 


But the total of trades union mem- 
bership amounts.to only 35 per cent 
of this number. 


These statistics are of value as 


presenting 
in' clear 
view the 
true 


proportions of organized labor to the 
whole number of workers 
in 
the 


country. 
It shows how small com- 


paratively, 
organized 
labor is, and 


makes its attempt to close the door 
of opportunity against non-union la- 
bor seem very 
petty 
indeed. 
The 


great bulk of workers in the United 
States are outside the labor unions, 
and yet at times they suffer in large 
degree from their operations. 
Every 


time a trade is held 'trp by, a strike 
or lockout: every,, time a rriilroad or 
steamship line is crippled by a labor 
dispute: every 
time the mines 
are 


closed because of the failure 
of or.- 


ganized labor and organized capital 
to reach an agreement, everybody 
else suffers by 'reason of the dimin- 
ished business 
and the disturbance 


to the markets. , 


This view of the labor'problem is 


one that does not receive the atten- 
tion that it deserves. Writers on this 
subject have .discussed exhaustively 
questions ol\the rights of labor and 
the rights of capital; they have de- 
b'ated the problems 
of strikes, boy- 


cotts, arbitration and 
the like; but 


they seem to have paid very little at- 
tention to the 
interests of' the im- 


mense army 
of 
workers 
who are 


neither in the ranks of organized la- 
bor or in the ranks of'organized capi- 
tal. 
This feature of the labor prob- 


lem becomes more serious from the 
fact that there • are signs that the 
next stage of this problem may be 
an alliance or combination between 
organized capital and organized 
la- 


bor. 
Engaged as they now are in 


deadly struggle for supremacy, it is 
quite within the 
bounds of reason 


that they may in time settle their 'dis- 
pute upon, the basis of a combina- 
tion which shall 
give to 
each the 


measure of profit that each desires 
and which shall throw upon the rest 
of the country the''burderi' of the in- 
creased cost- of 
living 
which this 


combination would cause. In certain 
places, .notably in Chicago, this al- 
liance between organized capital and 
labor has already been made. If this 
development proceeds upon national 
scale, it may 
be necessary for' the 


rest of the people some 
time'to or- 


ganize against both organized capital 
and organized labor. Both should be 
supported in every essential 
right, 


for both are, in their sphere, great 
agencies for the development of thrift 
and 
enterprise.. 
Bnt 
organization 


must hot be turned into tyranny .-andi| 
lawlessness, .or the people'will' re- 
volt. '

LEGISLATURE MAY VOTE TO AP- 


PROPRIATE MONEY FOR THIS. 


WOULD MEAN A GREAT BOOM 


Place Where Consumption Could Be 


Treated In the Latest Sci- 


entific Manner. 


It would appear as though the -bills 


for -the establishment of a tubercul- 
osis hospital, 'where the afflicted of 
the. state could'receive the best of 
treatment at a moderate cost, will 
pass the present'session-of the leg- 
islature.' .The erection ipf'-a state 
tuberculosis sanitarium, an appropria- 
tion of $90,000 therefor and a mainte- 
nance fund of ?25,000 a.year was rec- 
ommended to the consideration of .the 
assembly this morning by .its commit- 
tee on state affairs. 
Assemblyman 


Kinney, who - introduced , the bill, is 
enthusiastic in support of its purpose 
in .seeking to drive out of this state, 
!;so far as possible, ihc great white 
! plague, and to lessen 
the 
ravages 


which it annually makes in the mor- 
tality list of the state. 


He believes that it is one of the 


most advanced' bills before the leg- 
islature, and that its adoption will 
give more lasting benefit than near- 
ly any -other bill-'now up for consid- 
eration. The bill'provides for a Wis- 
consin state sanitarium for the treat- 
ment of pulmonary tuberculosis, es- 
pecially cases in incipient stages:' An 
advisory -board will' have supervision 
and control and a superintendent will 
be in immediate charge, to be chosen 
by this advisory board.
